Geneva—The experts did their 
work well, but only the govern- 
ments Can work out remedies when 
political questions dominate. 

Vienna—At least another step 
in the right direction. 

Washington—Despite the com- 
mittee’s findings, congress has 
made it impossible for the admin- 
istration to take any further ac- 
tion on debts, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—(/)— 
Sénator Borah gave Europe some tart 
advice today with the statement that 
if it is not heeded the United States 
must “come out of Europe and stay 
out.” 

The chairman of the foreign rela- 
tions committee said he saw no hope 
for European recovery unless repara- 
tions are wiped out altogether and 
armaments cut drastically. He in- 
dicated the latter might well be 30 
or 40 per cent. 

He did not explain what coming 
out of Europe and staying out en- 
tailed but he commented that unless 
the continent set its house in order, 
America should pursue the policies 
followed before the war and attend 
to its own affair.

He 
maintained offices in the Hurt build- 
ing, where hé kept regular hours 
daily.. Wednesday afternoon he re- 
turned home, remarking that he felt 
indisposed. He went to his rooms 
and retired.

The stocky little Japanese warriors,

Including the Chinchow regulars, 
there are 100,000 Chinese in the area, 
according to Japanese estimates. The 
Japanese forces advancing across the 
we plains do not exceed 3,000 or 
4,000, 

Whether this operation will turn 
out to be the long-expected drive on 
Chinchow remained tonight to be es- 
tablished. The Japanese command as- 
serted that the movement was only 
for the popes of “bandit suppres- 
sion” and that if the Chinchow regu- 
lars refrained from interfering, a 
frontal clash between the two armies 
could be avoided.

JAPAN TO SEND REPLY 
TO NATIONS’ PROTESTS

TOKYO, Dec. 24.—(4)—There is 
little difference between bandits and 
regular Chinese troops in the Chin- 
chow area of Manchuria, the Japa- 
nese government will say Saturday in 
notes replying to “expressions of ap- 
prehension” received from the United 
States, Great Britain and France.

by the foreign office as “expressions 
of apprehension” rather than wérn- 
ings. 
The premier informed Mr. Forbes 
that it was difficult to distinguish 
between bandits and Chinese regular 
troops, and for that reason the Cu:- 
nese should withdraw south of the 
Great Wall to avoid a clash.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24-—(/)—

day at criticisms that its tax increase 
plan mainly affects individuals with 
small means.

As 
a matter of fact, however, I have 
found that the average American 
knows a great deal about how to live 
and isn’t so ‘hot’.as a businessman. 
He has a great humor and a sound 
philosophic attitude, and to see his 
resilience in the worst of bad times, 
and to understand how marvelously he 
lives without losing one vestige of his 
humor is surprising.’ 

Along the Pacific coast, Markey 
said, he heard sporadic rumblings of 
an American “revolution.” 

“But there isn’t a chance in Amer- 
ica for a revolution,” he added. ‘“There 
possibly may be widely separated food 
riots during this winter in the larger 
industrial centers, such as Chicago, 
Pittsburgh and Detroit, but there is 
neither a leader of revolutionary 
thought nor a revolutionary plan upon 
which a radical action could be based.”

THE GREAT SMOKY PARK. 

The value of the Great Smoky 
Mountains National park to the 
South Atlantic states, as well as to 
the whole country, is outlined by 
Dr, Ray Lyman Wilbur, secretary of 
the interior, in his speech of ac- 
ceptance of the deeds to the lands 


to this great park. 


The Great Smoky, Dr. Wilbur 
points out, is the only large park 
in the eastern half of the country. 

Deed to two-thirds of the area of 
the Great Smoky park have already 
been accepted by the government 
and the work of securing the re- 
maining property is progressing 
rapidly. When completed, the park 
will not only be the largest within 
a radius of more than 1,500 miles, 
but it will be one of the finest in 
the world. 

The plans of the government con- 
template the hooking up of the 


Great Smoky and other parks al> 


ready in existence with new parks 
which will form a chain from Maine 
to Florida. Included in this string 
of government parks will- be the 
Shenandoah National park in Vir- 
ginia and the Everglades National 
park in Florida. 

Discussing the practical value of 
the national parks of the country, as 
illustrated by the Great Smoky park, 
Dr. Wilbur Says: 


Although the more beautiful areas |’ 


of the country, aside from the crop of 
trees and plant life upon them, have 
comparatively little value ad com- 
pared to the rich productive low 
lands, they do, though, have great 
watersheds. In the sharp 
competition of land against land that 
has been going on for over a hundred 
years, they have been shown to be 
inferior from an agricultural stand- 
point. The economic values that these 
lands have can often be harvested only 
at the expense of the low lands. There 
must be a great back land of hills 
and mountains, forests, brush-covered 
hills, and meadows, if we are to have 
flowing streams, successful industries 
and productive farms. 

I think it will be shown that in 
the Great Smoky Mountains National 
park there is an economic advantage 
in turning lands with qualities of 
beauty but of little economic resource 
into national reservations for the 
recreation of our people. 

That advantage will come not only 
to the whole people throu the use 
of these areas, but it has distinct local 
advantages, in that it makes them 
steady producing units, adding wealth 
to the surrounding community. The 
crop of visitors is easy to harvest. 
Recreation gives them health, happi- 
ness and satisfaction, and they in turn 


give prosperity to the park’ neighbor- | 
oods. 


Having been without one of these 
great national parks, the people of 
this section are not yet aware of 
the outstanding benefits that will 
accrue to them with the completion 
of the Great Smoky. That realiza- 
tion will come, however, with the 
increasing flow of visitors each year 
until, as in the case of the great 
parks in the far west, tens of thou- 
sands of tourists from every section 
of the country will find rest and 
recreation in the lovely valleys and 
among the towering mountains of 
this great eastern playground.

e station is so powerful that it 
silences all others. During the three 
weeks that I am traveling I have 
not been able to pick up a single sta- 
tion except Moscow in the various 
hotels where radio was installed. Ru- 
mania was the first country to put 
up a barrier against Moscow by 
building a station on its own _ bor- 
ders. The moment Moscow comes 
in, Rumania follows suit and out- 
shouts the reds. One German sta- 
tion, Wuesterhausen, has now joined 
the anti-Soviet war, with the result 
that instead of hearing Russia, one 
hears a rattling thunderstorm repeat- 
ed every evening. 

But that is not all. Germany tries 
to reach Alsace and fer this reason 
France has™reinforced the emission

Alsace. Belgium counteracts Ger- 
man propaganda in the annexed dis- 
tricts of Eupen and Malmedy. Italy 
is trying to reach Italian-speaking 
countries in the possession of Franée, 
such as Corsica, Tunis, and _ the 
south of France, where millions of 
Italians live, Italy also tries to in- 
fluence the Balkans from the sta- 
tions at- Trieste and Bari. 

In the meantime Britain is build- 
ing a station that will be more pow- 
erful than all the rest. It is destined 
to cover the Empire, but seeing that 
Australia and India are part of that 
empire, everybody living in between 
will fall under the ban.

Health Talks

DON’T WORRY ABOUT THE 
GERMS THAT LURK. 

As I understand your teachings, 
doctor, writes our Nebraska reader, 
germs that have dried are practically 
harmless and do not cause disease. 
Do you ‘teach that disease is always 
caused by direct contact with germs 
in or directly from a moist medium? 
What prompts my question is this: 
yeast keeps for months thoroughly 
dried in cake or tablet, and then when 
moistened the yeast germ immediatc- 
ly begins to multiply. If you will 
explain this it will help us to deal 
properly with infection of bedding. 
etc. Quite some time ago I asked 
you how to keep bath room and oth- 
er floors sterile so a creeping baby 
will be safe from germs on the floor. 
Will soap suds injure linoleum, and if 
so, what would be better to use? 
(Mrs. L. R. B.) 

No other cleaning agent will injure 
make the floors 
safet for the baby than soapsuds. 

Our Nebraska’ reader's § anxiety 
about this is a good example of what 
I’m always trying to tell folks ails 
‘em. She knows things which ain't 
so, about dust and disease. Where 
did she get her misinformation? Well, 
that’s so easy that even a dumb col- 
lege graduate ought to be able to an- 
swer it. 

‘ven’ tow, I have no doubt, a good 
many readers will wender why I 
don't recommend some simple anti- 
septic, germicide or disinfectant for 
routine use to keep the home free from 
bad germs, 

I don’t recommend such stuff. be- 
cause I wouldn’t permit use of it in 
my own home, even if we had a case 
of infectious. or contagious disease in 
fhe house. “Plain soap and water is 
the only disinfectant needed for that 
purpore. Ordinary cleaning or cleanli- 
ness 1s ample precaution to take in 
any circumstances against contracting 
spreading infectious disease, 


ease germs is not fair. The yeast plant 
is a much higher grade of organism 
than a disease germ. Yeast is a plant. 


| It is impossible to determine whether 


disease germs are plants or animals:

When Irwin Rrtssell wrote “Christ- 
mas Night in the Quarters” he opened 
a mine in which southern authors 
have been digging until this day.

“Christmas Night in the Quarters” 
may be divided into three sections, the 
first of which describes the negroes 
going to a Christmas frolic, riding in 
an ox-cart, and the talk of the negro 
driver to the oxen. Russell here does 
not seem to think that education helps 
to develop originality for he says of 
the colored race:

AMES WAS. COOL 
GRIDIRON PLAYER 


CHICAGO, Dec. 24.—(/)—Knowl- 
ton L. Ames Sr., finally broke under 
a long nervous strain last night and 
ended his life, but the men who play- 
ed football with and against him 
way back in the nineties always will 
remember him as one of the codlest 
players the gridiron has ever seen. 

“In those days of the murderous 
flying wedges, Ames always kept his 
wits about him and:all about us for\ 
that matter,” recalled some of the 
old-time stars. “He was so fast and 
shifty that he got the nickname of 
‘Snake’ and he deserved it because 
he was one of the first to shift quick- 
ly and reverse his field.” 

Coach Amos Alonzo Stagg. who won 
an All-American berth at Yale while 
Ames was winning one at Princeton, 
said he always would remember Amés 
for his elusiveness, 

“He was one of the shiftiest backs 
I ever met,” said the “grand old man” 
of Chicago football. “The first time 
I met him was at the Yale-Prince- 
ton game of 1888, I remember tack- 
ling him several times when he tried 
to get around my end.. The next year 
I was playing the opposite end and 
he never tried to come my way. I 
had* observed in our first meeting that 
he reversed his field after getting 
past the line of scrimmage, so I yio- 
lated coaching instructions by cross-

TARRYTOWN, N. Y., Dec. 24.— 
(?)—Mayor Wasens 4 Lehman, who 
has conducted a campaign against 
speakeasies, gambling and vice resorts 
ever sinte he became mayor, aun- 
nounced in a statement Wednesday 
that he had “given up the effort” to 


enforce the prohibition law. 

“When I became mayor,” he said, 
“T took my oath of office seriously. I 
believed that the eighteenth amend- 
ment ought to be enforced as long as 
it was on the statute books and I set 
lout to do it. I set out, also, to break 
up gambling and disorderly ‘houses. 

“With regard to the jast two, I be- 
lieve my efforts have been successful 
because they were backed by the senti- 
ment of the people of Tarrytown. But 
with regard to prohibition, I am now 
convinced that the ple of Tarry- 
town do not want it enforced. 

“When I became mayor I was told 
the people did not, want prohibition 
enforced, but I resolved to test the 
sentiment for myself..
